When the Fisherman of fishermen 
fished you from the mire of sin, you 
probably never thought that you, too, 
would become a minister. But you 
heard the call, then mustered the 
courage to admit it to yourself and 
others, and you were strangeiy 
thrilled. 

After some time of local preaching 
and leading of prayer meetings, a 
pastor invited you to his church for 
a revival. He knew you could not 
preach, and his church did not ac- 
tually need your services, but he 
remembered his early ministry, and 
knew you needed help. He knew you 
should be given a chance to prove 
whether you were made of the right 
kind of material or not. So, after 
you prayed about it, and asked a few 
others to pray about it with you, you 
accepted his invitation with great 
misgivings and fears. 

Then you won your first sinner to 
the Master, and were thrilled to the 
bone with a “joy unspeakable and 
full of glory.” You experienced that 
feeling that a mother has when she 
brings a new life into the world, for 
that is the only kindred feeling on 
earth to the feeling that a minister 
has when he brings a “new creature” 
into the world through Christ. 

You were probably idealistic about 


your lifework. You were, in spite of. 


the hardships, very happy in your 
work, at least for the first few months 
or more. You evangelized for awhile, 
and were fascinated by the travel, 
and the people you met. 

Then there came a day when your 
state overseer asked you to pastor 
your first church. You accepted, and 
then, for the first time in your life, 
you realized you were no longer a 
normal human being. Your life was 
no longer yours. You then had to 
conform to the standards of the state 
or community in which you labored. 
You then found your job rather pre- 
carious, and a lot of the joy of serv- 
ing was lost. You learned that you 
might lose your job over almost any- 


thing, and, indeed, at times over 
nothing. 
Now, that you are pastoring a 


church, if your home discipline is too 
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strict, people sympathize with your 
wife and children, turn a cold shoul- 
der to you, and accuse you of being 
heartless and cruel. But, if the dis- 
cipline of your home is not strict, if 
you allow your wife and children to 
live as normal people should live, then 
you are a spineless jellyfish, for whom 
the people have no respect. 

As pastor, you must take part in 
Sunday School and Young People’s 
Endeavor elections. But, regardless 
for whom you vote, you are playing 
favorites, and someone gets offended. 
If you refrain from taking part in 
these elections, then you are a coward 
and afraid to assert yourself. 

As a pastor, you discover that your 
personal life and amusements are 
mapped out for you by some self- 
appointed board. They decide when 
you should retire and what hour you 
should rise, how much money you 
should spend for groceries, what your 
suits should cost, how long your ser- 
mons are to be, whether you should 
trade cars or not, etc. And God help 
the poor pastor who deviates from the 
prescribed path to the right or the 
left. 

If you are careful in selecting your 
clothes, you are proud and dress too 
expensively; if you buy cheaper 
clothes, then you are trying to make 
people think your church does not 
support you. 

If you spend much time with your 
state overseer, you are pulling for a 
bigger, better paying church; if you 
don’t see much of him, then you are 
too independent and uncooperative. 
If you are friendly with a few of the 
ministers, you are trying to form a 
clique and control the state; if you 
keep to yourself, you are conceited 
and selfish. 

The most harmless of amusements 
are taboo for the pastor, and he had 
better think twice before playing 
handball, tennis, baseball, etc. Your 
reading habits are always under the 
close scrutiny of the public, and woe 
unto the pastor who reads fiction. 

In some places the pastor is ex- 
pected to vote and take part in the 
city and community affairs. Yet he 
must do this WITHOUT exerting any 


political influence. The pastor must 
keep his opinions to himself. He must 
not express them in or out of the 
pulpit. He cannot afford to mix re- 
ligion and politics. 

He cannot speak to a woman, ex- 
cept in the presence of “two or three 
witnesses, that every word may be 
established.” In fact, the pastor can- 
not be a real man or woman, but he 
must be a sort of third sex, like an 
angel. 

So, my dear pastor, take a look at 
yourself. What has happened to you 
during the past five, ten, or twenty 
years you have been  pastoring 
churches? Some of you have become 
sour, others (pardon me) hypocriti- 
cal, some are lopsided from a lack of 
contact with people and things out- 
side the church, some have become 
uninteresting to the point of distrac- 
tion, some have lost their pride and 
self-respect, and some, having to dis- 
cipline themselves according to the 
standards of others, have become 
nervous wrecks. Some of you have 
lost the capacity for vigorous and 
original thoughts and ideas, and, as 
a result, your sermons are cold and 
lifeless. 

How can you instruct your church 
in a modern world when you have to 
live as an outsider, and cannot share 
your normal part of the life of your 
community? How can you deal con- 
sistently with the problems of an 
atomic age, when you are afraid to 
express an opinion that has not been 
O.K.’d by a board of deacons? How 
can you develop an elegantly appoint- 
ed mind, when it is poured into the 
mold of another’s thinking? How can 
you keep shape, when you have to 
seek the course of least resistance? 
How can you be a broadminded, deep 
thinker, even if some university has 
baptized you into education, when 
you are not allowed to express your 
thoughts? How can you keep your 
sermons from seeming as long as a 
roller towel, when you must constant- 
ly evade certain issues and keep 
well off forbidden grounds? How can 
you keep from shivering like a Ford 
fender, when you are beset on all 
sides by fears? How can you keep 
your audience from feeling the EDGE 
instead of the POINT of your ser- 
mons, when you have to keep them 
well rounded? How can you keep 
from being so “unhappy” that you'll 
want everyone to share it? “HOW?” 

Don’t ask me. These are my prob- 
lems. You see, I am a pastor. 
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SERVICES HELD BY CHAPLAINS

“Happy Sound” is the Chinese idiom for “gospel.” Many, 
many more people this year can enjoy the “happy sound” 
of the Scriptures, as they read them in their own tongue, 
which has been made possible by the help of rarely- 
mentioned helpers in the great program of Scripture 
translation. 

Let Dr. Eugene A. Nida, head of the translation work 
of the American Bible Society, introduce you to 

THE INDISPENSABLES * 

The clattering train jolted to a sudden stop on the 
edge of a tropical village in Yucatan. Beneath the open 
window stood an imploring, ragged boy, calling out the 
penny prices for the fly-covered sweet buns stacked pre- 
cariously on a palm-leaf tray. “Twenty years ago I was 
just like this boy,” said my companion, now a university 
student and translation helper. “As an orphan I wandered 
the dusty streets of a village much like this one, and sold 
bread to the hungry passengers who passed through on 
the wheezing, narrow-gauge railway.” 

It was then that I could understand how Moises Romero, 
who had been helping on the translation of the Gospels 
into Maya, could choose just the right words for the 
“weary and the heavy laden.” With him, “donkeys,” 
“threshing floors,” “women grinding at the mill,” “hun- 
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gry multitudes,” and “the five loaves” all represented the 
very life which he had lived. His interest in the Maya 
language was not an academic one concerned with de- 
ciphering the strange ancient glyphs inscribed on demol- 
ished temples and pyramids, but a practical, intimate 
knowledge of the soul and life of a tribal nation z:umber- 
ing some 300,000. It was this downtrodden and neglected 
people for whom the Bible was destined; and it was this 
young university student whom God had prepared 
through the years of impoverishment to help translate 
most clearly the Word of Life to those who continued to 
“sit in darkness.” 

Moises and the many like him, the native translation 
helpers, are the “indispensables” in the great task of 
bringing to people the Word of God. As the missionary 
first sits down with natives to record the stranze-sounding 
words; as the native pastors later cluster about the trans- 
lation table to explain meanings and offer their sugges- 
tions; and as, finally, the educated native speaker begins 
the process of translating on his own, with the counsel 
and advice of the missionary, at each and every stage 
the native speaker is the indispensable opener of lan- 
guage windows. 

The translation nezper may be a blind Navaho, as 
Geronimo Martin is; but he may have that same genius 
for shedding light on obscure idioms and revealing the 
truth to his fellow speakers of this difficult language. 
Or, this translation assistant may be one who was former- 
ly a drunken mayor of a squalid Aztec village, as was 
Don Martin; but this one-time soldier of the Mexican 
Revolution, ntarijuana smoker and revengeful man, can 
translate so well—one wonders who could do better—the 
passages which describe the turbulent, riotous mobs who 
sought the Savior’s life. The “beaten servants” and the 
“unjust stewards” were reflected in the life of the en- 
slaved peon and the cruel majordomos of Don Martin’s 
own village. Or, the translator may be a former guitar 
singer in the village saloons, as was Angel Merecias; but 
this brilliant man has become a translator of hymns, 
and renders difficult passages into his own Mixteco lan- 
guage, with a profound insight into spiritual truths em- 
bodied in such words as “holy,” “peace,” and “righteous- 
ness.” 

Whether it is the Quechua native of the windswept 
highlands of Bolivia, who explains “God’s grace” as “God 
looking upon us for good,’ or the Karre Negro of the 
Congo, who speaks of the “Comforter” as “the one who 
falls down beside us,” thus identifying Himself with us 
in our distress, this native helper is truly indispensable 
in giving God’s Word to the world. — American Bible 
Society.

I have known 
of people getting their feelings hurt 
at others and not speaking to them for 
years. Perhaps you know someone in 
your community or church with just 
such a spirit. This spirit of “ven- 
geance,” or “hate,” might dominate 
the heart of the sinner, but certainly, 
it should be foreign to a child of 
God. When Christians get their feel- 
ings hurt, or get offended, God’s Word 
offers a remedy whereby their dif- 
ferences can be settled without future 
worry or disturbance, and that within 
a very short period of time. In fact, 
“forgiving” is part of that great model 
prayer which Jesus taught His dis- 
ciples. 

Some who co not understand get 
excited and want to quit the Church 
when some little something comes 
up and needs a little “peaceful arbi- 
tration.” As long as the Church is 
in this world, and made up of flesh- 
ly human beings, with frail human 
natures, weaknesses, limitations, and 
incapacities of mind and body, we 
are going to have “differences” and 
sometimes “problems” to arise which 
will call for the regimentation of the 
local church and all officers to arbi- 
trate. Not only this, but we are 
warned by various authors of the 
Bible books what kind, type, and class 
of people we shall have to deal with 
within the ranks of the Church. Jude

4 informs us of “. . . certain men 


crept in unawares...” Also, Gal. 2:4, 
“And that because of false brethren 
unawares brought in .. .” Again, John 


tells us of those “pre-eminent seek- 
ers” in the person of Diotrephes. 
3 John 9, “I wrote unto the church: 
but Diotrephes, who loveth to have 
the pre-eminence among them, re- 
ceiveth us not.” Paul’s departing 
warning to the Ephesian elders was, 
“For I know this, that after my de- 
parting shall grievous wolves enter 
in among you, not sparing the flock. 
Also of your own selves shall men 
arise, speaking perverse things, to 
draw away disciples after them,” Acts 
20:29, 30. The devil also talks some 
preachers into backsliding and stay- 
ing on the job. 2 Cor. 11:13-15, “For 
such are false apostles, deceitful 
workers, transforming themselves 
into the apostles of Christ. And no 
marvel; for Satan himself is trans- 
formed into an angel of light. There- 
fore it is no great thing if his min- 
isters also be transformed as the min- 
isters of righteousness; whose end 
shall be according to their works.” 
All of us have come face to face with 
hypocritical “Ananias and Sapphira” 
as we traveled from place to place. 
These two put up a face of being 
“spiritual giants” and their voices of 
victory can be heard in “other 
tongues” and with “rejoicings.” Of 
course, we can’t turn them out of the 
Church for “shouting,” even though 
we are a little skeptical of their ex- 
perience; so the proper attitude is to 
keep quiet, “watch and pray,” and 
shortly they will “lie,” then you can 
do your Bible duty with more security. 
Do not be fooled into thinking God 
will come down and “strike them 


dead” as He did those in the early 
Church, because these EXAMPLES 
are given to warn and instruct us in 
the tactics and manners of the maneu- 
vering of hypocrites in the Church; 
also to show us God’s displeasure with 
such. All of this, my friend, with 
the true blood-bought saints, consti- 
tutes the Church membership on 
earth. It is no wonder then that we 
face “differences and problems” and 
have some getting their “feelings 
hurt.” 

It is these “offended ones” that I 
would like to call your attention to in 
this article. Let us turn the search- 
light of God’s Word upon these who 
are always getting their “feelings 
hurt” at others. Do they have a duty 
to perform? What kind of a spirit 
is an “offended spirit”? What if peo- 
ple get “offended” at the preaching 
of the Word? How and with what 
attitude should “offended ones” treat 
the “offenders”? Why does God per- 
mit “offences”? What is wrong with 
people who get their “feelings -hurt” 
at others over small, insignificant 
matters? Suppose a sinner “offends” 
a Christian. 

THE “OFFENDED ONE” MAY BE 

UNDER CONDEMNATION 

In some instances, do not be mis- 
taken about the “false spirit” of 
someone who claims to be “offended.” 
If he comes to church and will not 
speak to others, seems angry at the 
pastor and threatens to quit the 
church, or wants his name taken off 
the record, you can be sure he is not 
just “offended,” but that something 
else is wrong. It is a pretty good 
guess that he is in the fault, and sin 
lieth at the door of his own soul, and

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WHAT PRICE PREPAREDNESS?

Zealots have been telling us that if 
we are to win the struggle for the 
world, we must prepare the country 
at once for atomic warfare. This 
Marine veteran, who was wounded in 
the fighting in the Pacific, and who 
returned to serve as an Aide to Com- 
mander Harold Stassen at the San 
Francisco Conference, adds up real- 
istically what it will cost us to dis- 
perse our industries, -to move cities 
underground, and to build up our 
stockpiles for atomic bombardment.

Three stages in the progress of the 
rivalry can be distinguished. The first 
stage exists at the present time. It 
is the period during which the United 
States has atomic weapons and the 
Soviet Union, so far as we know, has 
none. By 1950, this stage will proba- 
bly have ended and the Russians will 
have begun to manufacture atomic 
explosives. So long as the United 
States thinks itself the sole possessor 
of the new means of destruction, it 
is open to a peculiar temptation. 

That temptation is preventive war. 
Before it is dismissed as a monstrous 
fantasy into which the citizens of the 
United States would never permit 
themselves to be led, the arguments 
for such a course of action must be 
considered, because they are heard 
with increasing insistency. The pro- 
ponents of the preventive attack base 
their case mainly on the argument 
that the United States is today at the 
height of its power and will never 
again be capable of winning an atomic 
conflict with so little damage to it- 
self. They warn that Russia’s poten- 
tial strength in industry and man- 
power and its crusading ideology 
make it a redoubtable opponent in 
any prolonged struggle for armed su- 
premacy. 

Those who oppose preventive war 
cannot rest their case on the com- 
fortable conviction that the American 
people would never permit their gov- 
ernment to begin a war. The magni- 
tude of the new forces of destruction 
has introduced an entirely new ele- 
ment into the historical process, and 
it is not safe to use the past as a basis 
for predicting how a terrified: people 
will employ the tremendous power 
of which they momentarily find 
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themselves the sole possessors. Only 
when a majority of Americans under- 
stand the full consequences of such 
@ war, and are given a practical al- 
ternative to the continuation of the 
arms race, will there be a real as- 
surance that the temptation to attack 
will be resisted. 

Morally, preventive war is a polite 
name for aggression. The suspicion 
that our victim was planning to at- 
tack us at some future date could not 
mitigate the guilt of having destroyed 
many millions of innocent human 
beings. That section of world opinion 
which had previously tended to sup- 
port the American version of demo- 
cracy against the ruthless violence 
of Russian methods would stand ap- 
palled and alienated. No American 
could then maintain that his country 
had defended the traditional Chris- 
tian respect for the human personali- 
ty against Communistic materialism. 
The speechless dead would make a 
ghastly mockery of such pretensions 
to morality. Preventive war is the 
act for which we executed the Nazi 
leaders at Nuremberg. Let those who 
actively urge such a policy, and those 
who aid it by their silence, realize 
that if successful they will be as re- 
sponsible for the mass execution of 
millions of defenseless men, women, 
and children as if they personally 
shot them down one by one. 

Practically, the preventive war does 
not promise the cheap and easy vic- 
tory claimed for it by its supporters. 
The dropping of the first American 
atomic bomb would be the signal for 
a sweep of the Russian infantry to 
the English Channel. A similar as- 
sault would be launched through 
Turkey and the Middle East, and an- 
other drive would be begun by the 
Siberian army to gain control of Man- 
churia and China. A long and costly 
land campaign cannot be avoided by 
exploiting a monopoly on atomic 
bombs. In the course of the struggle, 
the civilization of Western Europe 
would be totally destroyed. It may be 
that the Rusians already possess bio- 
logical weapons, and they would have 
no hesitation in using them against 
North America if we attacked them. 

Having conquered Russia and its 
allies, the United States would have 
no alternative but to rule the world 
with an iron hand. Occupation armies 


would have to be maintained through- 
out the conquered area for an indefi- 
nite period. The danger that the 
survivors might secretly construct 
weapons for vengeance would be con- 
tinuous so long as the memory of 
the attack remained alive in them 
and their descendants. Eventually, 
this American Empire would igno- 
miniously collapse, ruined by internal 
dissension and smoldering rebellion. 

If we postpone a preventive war 
and if the arms race continues, the 
second stage will be reached when 
the Soviet Union has produced suf- 
ficient atomic bombs to devastate 
the major American cities. Russia 
will then be in a position to wreak 
such terrible retaliation that the 
temptation to attack it will be consid- 
erably reduced. However, it is proba- 
ble that war will occur during this 
second stage, even though both na- 
tions are capable of atomic offensives. 

A number of situations may develop 
during this period, any one of which 
could conceivably lead to conflict. 
One government or the other may be- 
come convinced, as the competition 
proceeds, that it is falling behind in 
the construction of weapons and in 
underground dispersal of industries. 
This knowledge might provoke the 
losing side to attack in order to deny 
the advantage of the initiative to its 
opponent, and in fear that further 
delay might add to the other’s power. 
There is the danger that both govern- 
ments might commit themselves to 
a sequence of events from which 
neither could retreat. Incident can 
lead to incident and concession to 
concession, until finally, in despera- 
tion, a nation decides that to yield 
once more is to lose forever the abil- 
ity to defend itself. 

One thing is certain in this second 
stage of the struggle. If war occurs 
while both nations are able to survive 
aggression with sufficient force to 
counterattack, the result will be com- 
plete devastation of the cities of both 
nations and their allies. The victo- 
rious state, if it can be called such, 
will inherit a wasteland through 
which the starving and maimed sur- 
vivors will wander in desolation. It 
may be possible to reconstruct the 
structure of civilized society on this 
wreckage, but it is also not beyond 
conjecture that so much destruction 
may start a slow decline into a period 
of violent chaos and brutal ignorance. 

If war is avoided during the second

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Consecration

Romans 12:1, “I beseech you there- 
fore, brethren, by the mercies of God, 
that ye present your bodies a living 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God, 
which is your reasonable service.” 


A celebrated Japanese statesman 
said, “We do not worship our Emper- 
or, we only love him utterly. The 
commander before Port Arthur called 
one day for volunteers to cut the 
barbed-wire entanglements. ‘You will 
never come back,’ he said, ‘nor can 
you carry a gun. You will take a pair 
of pliers and cut one or two wires and 
fall dead; another will take your 
place and cut one or two more. But 
you will know that upon your dead 
bodies the armies of your Emperor 
will march to victory.’ Whole regi- 
ments volunteered for these ‘sure 
death’ parties. If you Christians loved 
your God as we love our Emperor, you 
would have long since taken the 
world for Him.” 

This story challenges Christianity 
and helps us to see the need of pre- 
senting ourselves to God. God has 
been so merciful to us that anything 
we can do for Him is not too much. 
C. T. Studd, a famous missionary, had 
for his motto in life, “If Jesus Christ 
be God, and died for me, there is no 
sacrifice too great for me to make for 
Him.” 

We should present our entire selves 
to God. The words of the song, “All 
to Jesus I surrender, all to Him I free- 
ly give,” ought to be the solemn 
pledge of our loyalty to the Master. 
God is not pleased with partial sur- 
render. We should all strive for the 
complete consecration of our lives to 
God. In presenting ourselves to the 
Lord, we shall have to subdue our 
own desires. Benjamin Franklin said 
that a man’s greatest enemy is him- 
self. Jesus teaches us that we should 
deny ourselves, take up the cross, and 
follow Him. If we can conquer self, 
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we have won a great victory. 

In Old Testament times a sacrifice 
that was offered to God had to be 
holy and without blemish. If we are 
to offer our lives to God, they, too, 
should be holy and without sin. It 
would be well for us to pray the 
prayer that David prayed in Psalm 
119:133, “Order my steps in thy word: 
and let not any iniquity have domin- 
ion over me.” 

The life of a Christian is not merely 
a holy life. In addition to living 
without sin, the disciple of Christ 
must live a life of service. Holiness 
is essential, but the holy person must 
also work for the Lord. He should be an 
instrument of righteousness in the 
hands of God. He should be clay in 
the hands of the Potter. He should 
be a useful vessel in the house of God. 

The person who is dedicated to God 
will devote much time to prayer. Re- 
member, “the effectual fervent prayer 
of a righteous man availeth much.” 
Prayer gives us power to live a godly 
life and power to witness for Jesus. 
Said Joseph Rouz, “The habit of 
prayer communicates a penetrating 
sweetness to the glance, the smile, 
the tears, to all one says, or does, or 
writes.” Jesus spent much time in 
prayer, and we should do likewise. 

A consecrated Christian has within 
him a great determination to always 
live for God. He realizes that those 
who endure to the end will be saved. 
He is also conscious of the fact that 
he must be persistent in his endeavors 
for God. He knows that if he ex- 


pects to accomplish anything in God’s 


work, he must be willing to devote 
hours and days to his Christian la- 
bors. Discouragement should not 
move him. He must fight until the 
victory has been won. 

If a person accepts the challenge 
to present himself to God, and pre- 
sents his total self, works for God, 
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prays, and is persistent in his Chris- 
tian living and labors, he will have 
the favor of God upon him. Many 
seek for the favor of men in this life, 
but more important is the approval 
of God. The consecrated Christian 
will live a happy life. He will have 
an undestroyable joy within him. He 
will know that he is living a useful 
life and will have joy in knowing that 
he is doing something for God. 

In 1931, at a naval conference in 
England, the king was going to deliver 
a speech. The speech was to be 
broadcast by radio to all the people 
of the country. Just a few minutes 
before the king was to speak, Mr. 
Vivian, of the Columbia Broadcasting 
System, noticed that two wires on 
the radio controls were unconnected. 
He knew that it would take about 
twenty minutes to fix the wires, and 
by that time the king would have 
finished speaking, and the people 
would not have heard him. So Mr. 
Vivian took hold of the wires with 
his hands and allowed the voice of 
the king to go out to the people 
through his body. His hands were 
badly burned, but he had the consola- 
tion that the voice of the king had 
gone to the people through him. 

God asks us to take hold of the 
wires and let the message of the 
King of kings go out to the people 
through us. Our hands might be 
burned, and we might suffer for Him, 
but we shall have the joy of knowing 
we did something for the Master. 
1 Chronicles 29:5, “Who then is will- 
ing to consecrate his service this day 
unto the Lord?”

From California our next conven- 
tion was at Pittsburg, Kansas. When 
we arrived the convention was going 
strong. A wonderful spirit of unity 
and fellowship could be felt and seen 
in the services. Brother Pedigo, mod- 
erating in his good, kind way, seemed 
to hold the confidence of everyone. 
The reports of their work revealed 
that sacrifices had been made by 
many in order to promote the work 
of the Church of God, but the success 
attained was to be appreciated. The 
mission offering showed a consider- 
able increase over that of last year. 
Truly, a sacrificial spirit of giving 
was manifest as the Spirit of God 
gripped the hearts of the people with 
a vision of the need to get the gospel 
to those who are lost. The Ladies 
Willing Workers’ Band more than 
tripled what it raised last year. So 
this is Kansas! 

From Pittsburg, Brother Berry, the 
pastor, and family, with Brother W. E. 
Dowdy, of Nebraska, and I motored 
through to Leadwood, Missouri, where 
the big tent was stretched and the 
Missouri camp meeting and _ state 
convention in full progress. Brother 
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Wilma Henry, who has had several 
years’ experience as state overseer, 
had everything well in hand, and 
Brother T. M. McClendon, of West 
Virginia, was the evangelist, and do- 
ing a good job of old time preaching. 
From reports, there seems to be a 
forward move among the Missourians— 
new churches being set in order, good 
revivals; and the campground spirit 
had gotten hold of them, and they 
just about had plans laid for the 
purchase of a camp site where they 
could have a permanent location of 
their own, to worship the Lord just 
as they choose and as long as they 
please. A good spirit prevails, and 
we predict greater victories for Mis- 
souri. 

From Missouri we go to Michigan. 
Just a short distance from the little 
town of Reed City, in a beautiful 
grove, there is a very lovely camp by 
the side of a stream, with quiet sur- 
roundings and plenty of shade and 
cool atmosphere, with a tabernacle, 
restaurant, dormitory, cottages, and a 
chapel for the children’s services— 
everything to make a place nice and 
comfortable. Brother R. P. Johnson 
was doing the preaching at the night 
services, and, of course, all who know 
Brother Johnson know he always has 
an interesting message. People were 
stirred and seeking the Lord, some 
praying through. Brother Morehead, 
the state overseer, was at his post, 
looking after everything that had not 
been assigned to others to look after. 
The mission service had been held 
and the offering taken, but we were 
told there was a nice increase in the 
offering over that of last year. Broth- 
er Ralph Day, the youth director, was 
at his post, working with the youth and 
in the devotional part of the services 
in the tabernacle as well. There is a 
great future for the Church of God 
in Michigan, with those large cities 
and many factories where there is 
plenty of money and plenty of people. 
Is the harvest. white? 

We were privileged to be in the On- 
tario, Canada, convention with Broth- 
er Pettyjohn for one service. The 
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provincial overseer was enthusiastic 
over the prospect for the convention. 
There was a fine spirit and good at- 
tendance for the beginning of the 
meeting, and we trust it continued 
throughout the convention, gaining 
in momentum. “More workers” is the 
crying need in this territory, and if 
we had sufficient workers to care for 
the works. already established, it 
would be only a short while until 
other works would be organized and 
we could make a greater stride in the 
evangelization of Ontario Province. 
Truly, this is a needy field. 

From here we go to Indianapolis, 
Indiana, where we find that the camp 
meeting spirit has gotten hold of the 
people in that state. They have pur- 
chased a camp site about seven and 
one-half miles south of Indian2polis, 
on Highway 67. They had a tent 
stretched on this site and the meet- 
ing was in progress, with Brother 
A. L. Burroughs, of Alabama, es the 
evangelist for the night services. They 
said he had been doing some good 
preaching. Brother C. C. Rains, the 
State overseer, was presiding, and 
seemed to have the confidence of the 
ministry and laity. The camp site 
consists of only about seven acres, but 
has a nice home for the state over- 
seer, and other buildings which may 
be rented to make the payments on 
the property. So the Church of God 
entrenches herself more and more in 
the good old State of Indiana. May 
God’s blessings rest upon the state 
overseer and his ministers and work- 
ers as they endeavor to spread the 
Church of God to every village, ham- 
let, town, and city in this great state. 

From Indiana to Tennessee we 
journey and find in the little city of 
Cleveland a large tent stretched on 
the athletic field of the College and 
the camp meeting and state conven- 
tion in full swing. Large crowds were 
in attendance, with many preachers, 
musicians, and, in fact, plenty of 
everything in the field of talent need- 
ed to put on a good meeting. Several 
visiting ministers from other states 
were present during the meeting. 
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Many good sermons and lectures were 
given, also many good reports of the 
increase of the work. The state mis- 
sion offering was over $8,000, with the 
North Cleveland Church contributing 
about $2,800 of this amount. Tennes- 
see takes the lead in increase in mem- 
bership this year, and has the largest 
membership of any of the states now. 
U. D. Tidwell, the one-arm overseer, 
feels like co-operation from a loyal 
band of ministers and laity, with a 
good program, means success, though 
he does have only one arm. Ten- 
nessee says, “Give us room, and watch 
us grow.” 

Now we go to the great State of 
Pennsylvania, to Somerset, where 
they have such a beautiful camp site, 
which was one time a city park. Here 
they have nice summer weather, 
plenty of shade, a fine group of peo- 
ple, and an ideal place for a real 
camp. meeting. The meeting was 
running in high—good fellowship, a 
good spirit, and good co-operation. 
Brother R. P. Johnson was doing the 
night preaching and people were pray- 
ing through, some staying until late 
hours. Brother Logsdon, the state 
overseer, was steering the meeting in 
his own easy way and having the co- 
operation of the people. On this camp 
site is where the Mission Rest Home 
is built, and should the missionaries 
be in on furlough during the summer, 
they will have a nice cool place to 
stay and recuperate. If it be during 
the winter months, the weather may 
be a little chilly, but still it is a fine 
place to rest and regain strength and 
health. 

We take a sojourn from here to 
Huntington, West Virginia, where the 
convention is to be held in the high 
school auditorium. We received a 
very warm reception, since it was in 
August and the thermometer stand- 
ing well up in the warm-weather 
class. Though the weather was not 
near so pleasant as the Pennsylvania 
weather, it was a nice place for a 
convention. As you know, Rev. Paul 
H. Walker is not a novice when it 
comes to state overseer work, and the 
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reports were encouraging, showing 
the increase for the year in the dif- 
ferent departments. West Virginia 
has the smallest membership of the 
states in the “A” Group, but they do 
not stand smallest in achievements. 
Their state convention mission offer- 
ing was over $12,000, which stands 
second, with just one more state with 
a larger state convention offering. 
Rev. Brady Dennis did a great work 
among the youth and was ever faith- 
ful in ideas and suggestions for the 
advancement of the work. West Vir- 
ginia moves forward. Look out, other 
states in the “A” Group, she is seek- 
ing higher ratings. Let’s give them 
room. 

We were not scheduled for the 
North Carolina state camp meeting 
and convention, so just ran by for a 
day on our return from West Virginia. 
All seemed to be enthusiastic over the 
purchase of a sixty-acre tract of 
wooded land that had been secured 
for their camp site, on the four-lane 
highway between Charlotte and Gas- 
tonia. Under a large tent, stretched 
on this new site, the meeting was in 
progress. Their spirits were running 
high and a great fellowship was pre- 
vailing among the ministry. Reports 
from some of the ministers were that 
a real camp meeting spirit was prevail- 
ing and had been from the very be- 
ginning of the meeting. Brother Wil- 
liams, the state overseer, having had 
several years’ experience conducting 
camp meetings, knows how to carry 
on. The Ladies Willing Workers’ 
service was very inspirational, and 
when they tell you what they have 
done during the past twelve months 
you can appreciate this auxiliary of 
the Church for their work’s sake. 
Their reports showed over $40,000 
raised during the year, for the ad- 
vancement of the work of the Church 
of God. Someone said, “Now we see 
who is the backbone of the Church.” 
North Carolina breaks another record, 
she holds first place in money raised 
by the Willing Workers. The plans of 
the North Carolina state overseer and 
ministers is to have a nice large tab- 
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ernacle erected on this camp site by 
the time for the state convention in 
1948. 

Ohio was the next on our schedule, 
and they were having the camp meet- 
ing and state convention at the 
Methodist campground at Lancaster. 
This is a fine place for a meeting of 
this kind, since it is equipped with 
two tabernacles, one hotel, a restau- 
rant, and many cottages, with trees 
scattered all over the camp site that 
gave shade and beauty. There was 
a good spirit of cooperation among 
the ministers, and Brother Goins, the 
state overseer, was alert to the needs 
of a good convention. Some good re- 
ports of the progress of the work were 
given, and the mission spirit was 
good, showing a nice increase in the 
amount of the state convention mis- 
sion offering, over that of last year. 
The vision of the need became more 
evident when many pledges were 
made by the ministry and laity to 
give a certain amount for missions 
next year, and that bespeaks a great 
mission offering for the 1948 state 
convention. The vision and willing- 
ness to obey is what has carried the 
Church to so many mission fields, and 
that is what will take the message 
to other territories as well. 


The last state on our schedule for 
state conventions was Oklahoma, and 
when we arrived at Shawnee we found 
the camp meeting in full swing, with 
Ray Hughes doing the preaching. 
Those who know Ray, know that he 
puts his all into a meeting. The Lord 
was blessing the efforts and souls 
were praying through. The Oklahoma 
people caught the camp meeting 
spirit last year and purchased a camp 
site in the edge of Shawnee, and this 
year they. had erected the tabernacle 
and the meeting was being held 
there. This tabernacle was built at 
a very reasonable cost, since so much 
of the labor was donated. This shows 
a fine spirit of cooperation in helping 
to keep the cost at a minimum while 
the expansion program is being car- 
ried out. The reports were good,

stage and the competition for power 
continues, a third stage may develop. 
Dr. Irving Langmuir has predicted 
and defined the nature of this third 
and final phase. According to him, 
the time will come when an aggressor 
may achieve such offensive strength 
that “atomic bombs or radioactive 
poisons distributed over the country 
might destroy practically the whole 
area of the country so that no ef- 
fective retaliation could be offered.” 
If a hydrogen-helium bomb of a 
thousand times the power of the pres- 
ent bombs can be constructed in the 
near future, as responsible officials 
have predicted, this third phase may 
soon be reached. Then an attack will 
be an irresistible temptation. When 
the fear of retaliation is no longer a

deterrent, the only defense will be ag- 
gression. 

Should the great powers prove un- 
able to agree to an effective system 
of international security ending their 
present rivalry, war seems inevitable. 
By seeking safety in national arma- 
ments, the United States and Russia 
are creating a situation from which 
there is no escape but war—or sur- 
render at the threat of war. 

As popular apprehension grows 
concerning the consequences of the 
arms race, the attempt to fix the 
blame continues. Those who defend 
Russia insist that the United States 
began the rivalry by the way it has 
exercised its atomic monopoly. They 
point out that the two atomic bombs 
were used in apparently hysterical 
haste against a country that was 
nearly beaten already. After 


this: 


sudden eradication of more than 
120,000 civilians of a prostrate enemy. 
other nations, it is argued, could have 
little faith in protestations that the 
bomb was safe in American hands. 
Those who believe that the United 
States government is primarily re- 
sponsible for the development of the 
arms race can further point out that 
the United States waited ten critical 
months before proposing the specific 
terms on which it would be willing to 
share in an international control of 
atomic energy. Our government is 
said to have left the Russian leaders 
with no choice but to prepare for an- 
other war. 

This line of argument is countered 
by the contention that it was Russia, 
and not the United States, which 
originally committed the provocative 
acts that made the present rivalry 
inevitable. The United States, ac- 
cording to this view, first pursued a 
policy of compromise and cooperation, 
making concession after concession at 
Teheran, Yalta, and Potsdam. When 
this policy only served to increase the 
Russian demands, the American gov- 
ernment was forced to conclude that 
the insatiable Russian appetite for 
territory could not be appeased by 
compromise, and that only by con- 
fronting the Soviet rulers with supe- 
rior force could they be restrained. 
Therefore, the argument concludes, it 
is Russia that provoked the arms 
race, and if war is the outcome, the 
Russian rulers are criminally guilty. 

So the debate rages. In reality, 
neither of the two governments is im- 
mediately responsible for the mount- 
ing struggle in which they find them- 
selves engaged. They are both re- 
acting in a natural and predictable 
manner to the compulsions of inter- 
national anarchy. The ultimate cause 
of the struggle must be found in the 
fatal inadequacy of such _inter- 
national institutions as do exist. Both 
the American and Russian govern- 
ments must share the responsibility 
for this state of affairs, because at 
the end of World War II neither of 
them was willing to confer sufficient 
power and authority on an inter- 
national organization to make it a 
reliable instrument for the preserva- 
tion of peace. 

Must we then wait in despair to be 
crushed by a war that we can do 
nothing to prevent? I refuse to be- 
lieve it. There is hope that men are 
sufficiently rational to acquiesce in

showing a substantial growth in the 
work, a good increase in membership, 
and property improvements, the mis- 
sion offering doubling that of last 
year. Brother L. L. Hughes, state 
overseer, is held in high esteem by 
the ministry and laity, for his fair 
and impartial administration, coupled 

with hard work and a good life. 

Georgia was not on our schedule, 
but since we were through in time to 
visit the last two days, we took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity. Georgia 
had caught the ‘campground spirit 
and purchased the Windsor Castle 
and grounds for a camp. This tract 
of land consists of about fifty-three 
acres of land, with a large amount of 
timber, and is located a few miles 
from Atlanta, on the Gainesville High- 
way. This site has quite a bit of im- 
provements and was purchased at a 
cost upwards of $70,000. It had been 
used for purposes not akin to salva- 
tion of the lost, but is now dedicated 
to the Lord for His use and glory. 
Brother Beaube and the ministers 
had given much time and labor in 
making other improvements, such as 
cutting timber, hauling logs, running 
a sawmill, building rest rooms and 
several two-room cottages, thereby 
saving much money on the cost of 
improvements. Many thousand feet of 
lumber are now sawed and stacked 
to be used in the erection of a taber- 
nacle 100 by 144 feet, to be built in 
time to be used for the camp meeting 
and state convention in 1948. The un- 
believable happened—pledges for over 
$60,000 were made at this meeting, 
to finish paying for the campground 
and erect the large tabernacle, ready 
to burn the notes next state conven- 
tion. Hurrah for Georgia! They prove 
by their works they love the Lord and 
His Church, and stand by their state 
overseer, rallying to his suggestions in 
putting the program over, both minis- 
try and laity. They stand in first 
place in state convention mission 
offerings, with the amount of $12,500. 
This is Georgia!

their own survival. In the knowledge 
that another conflict would be the 
suicide of civilized society, the United 
States, Russia, and the other nations 
can find the motive for surrendering 
the right and means of waging war. 
By amendment, the United States 
must be given’ sufficient armed 
strength to enforce world laws regu- 
lating national armament and pro- 

hibiting acts of aggression. 

As American citizens, we still enjoy 
the privilege of free speech and free 
elections. We are under no compul- 
sion to remain silent, docile, and in- 
different as we are marched down 
the steepening road of the armament 
race to our destruction. We can de- 
mand of our government that it pro- 
pose to the other nations the forma- 
tion of a world law and a world police 
to enforce it. Until the United States 
has indicated its readiness to take 
this step, the rest of humanity can 
only wait and watch as its fate is de- 
cided before the bar of American 
opinion.

not the one he is accusing of offend- 
ing him. That mean or angry look- 
ing expression on his face is not 
caused from “offended feelings” but 
because of a sinful condition. Or, 
the expression of “condemnation” is 
not caused from an “offended feeling” 
but many times because the party has 
run to and fro, from house to house, 
wagging the old tale of woe to others, 
.instead of doing what the Bible 
teaches, and going to the one whom 
he claims “offended” him. There is 
a difference in having a “condemned 
conscience” and having an “offended 
spirit.” The characteristic of an “of- 
fended spirit” is not anger, and Cer- 
tainly not “hatred.” People who hate 
others are not right with God, let 
alone with their brother. 1 John 2:9, 
“He that saith he is in the light, and 
hateth his brother, is in darkness. 
. .. But he that hateth his brother, 
is in darkness, and walketh in dark- 
ness, and knoweth not whither he 
goeth, because that darkness hath 
blinded his eyes.” 


THE GREATER RESPONSIBILITY 
RESTS UPON THE “OFFENDED” 
ONE 


If a Christian brother or sister 
hurts your feelings, or offends you, 
then you are obligated, by the Bible, 
to GO TO HIM (or HER), and not ex- 
pect him to come to you. The reason 
he is not under obligation to come to 
you is simply because he might be 
ignorant of “offending” you. God 
does not hold a person responsible 
who is ignorant of a situation. Does 
the Bible bear this truth out? Yes. 


Prov. 25:8, 9, “Go not forth hastily 
to strive. . . . Debate thy cause with 
thy neighbor himself; and discover 
not a secret to another.” 

Matt. 18:15, “Moreover, if thy 
brother shall trespass against thee, 
GO and tell him his fault between 
thee and him ALONE: if he shall hear 
thee, thou hast gained thy brother.” 

Luke 17:3, “Take heed to your- 
selves: If thy brother trespass against 
thee, rebuke him; and if he repent, 
forgive him.” 

James 5:16, “Confess your faults 
one to another, and pray one for an- 
other, that ye may be healed.” 

This, my friend, is the acid test of 
one’s righteousness. You can easily 
distinguish a real Christian from a 
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“false brother” in times of “offences.” 
This rule certainly has nothing to 
do with the sinner, but only applies 
to “brothers,” or “sisters,” or Chris- 
tian people, who have differences in 
a Christian way. Now understand, IF 
the “offended one” goes to all the 
neighbors, or to all the sisters or 
brothers in the church, and tells 
them, before going to the person who 
he says “offended” him, there is 
something wrong. You can know he 
is not interested at all in getting the 
matter straightened out, but is will- 
ing to make a public affair of the 
“offence.” If he goes on a “smear 
campaign,” to turn the other brothers 
and sisters against the one who he 
says offended him, this substantiates 
the fact that he is not a real Chris- 
tian, but a “discord seed sower.” If 
he is a real Christian, he will have 
an interest in protecting his brother 
who he says “offended” him, and that 
by doing and obeying the command 
of Jesus when He said, TELL IT TO 
HIM ALONE, or GO TELL HIM HIS 
FAULT. The “offended” person will 
desire “private counsel” with the “of- 
fender,” and even after that, if they 
can’t get their difference settled 
alone, he will resort to a committee 
of two or three to hear the case, and 
help offer suggestions, or make ex- 
planations to reason and debate the 
matter. His last resort is public, or 
at least it is told to the church. The 
church becomes the final authority, 
and whatever decision it passes is to 


be accepted by both parties, with 
forgiveness. However, if the “offend- 
ed” or the “offender” becomes angry 
and quits the church because the 
case was not decided in his favor, you 
can know that he has a “bad streak” 
running through his grain. The 
trouble, then, has proved to be with 
the angry one. 

I am persuaded to believe if more 
of the folk in local churches who are 
forever and always getting “offended” 
were made to go the Bible route, we 
would have less people making such 
claims upon others. In many cases 
where bad schisms get started in 
churches and where you find churches 
“split,” or “fractioned,” by some non- 
sense, fanatic, babyish matter, you can 
know that someone failed to practice 
what the Bible teaches. Instead of 
“GOING” to the “offender,” the “of- 
fended one” will run around and “sow 
discord among brethren” and cause a 
schism in the body. 

This present world is an evil world; 
it is so full of offenses, sins, 
snares, and sorrows. A dangerous road 
we travel, full of stumbling blocks, 
precipices, and false guides. ‘Woe 
to the world because of offences.” As 
for the Christian whom God has 
blessed and given of His Spirit, he 
is delivered from offences; he is 
preserved by the power of God from 
prejudices of these offences; and is 
helped over all these. stones of stum- 
bling.
